rents and brother spent 
Tuesday night at the home 
of Thomas Scheetz on ac- 
count of her serious illness. 
Early Wednesday morning 
the family arose and the 
guests prepared to leave for 
their homes. 
The husband 


was engaged in starting the 
kitchen fire when his mother 
called to him from his wife's 
room, startled by the dis- 
'appearance of the patient, 
whom she had glimpsed as 
she hurried into the dark- 
ness, clad only in her night 
garment. 


A seaxch was immediately 


instituted 
and 
neighbors 


were summoned. 
At day- 


break she was tracked to the 
stream a hundred yards from 
the house where the body 
was found in five feet of wa- 
ter. 


The husband and a son, 


twelve years 
old, survive. 


A daughter died two years 
ago. 


Funeral services will be 


held at the late home prob- 
ably Saturday.

them for employes or neighbors. 


Mayor 
H. A. Athsrton stated 


today that he was still endeav- 
oring to secure a car of canned 
fruits 
and if 
successful 
would 


plan a different sale so that those 
who were unable to buy a case at 
a time could purchase a dozen or 
half 'dozen, and that 
the fruit 


would not be sold in larger quan- 
tities than a dozen cans and in 
this manner the sale could be con- 
tinued for days 
and 
everybody 


would get a chance to lay in a. 
small supply. 


Yesterday's municipal 
sale by 


the firemen was the second car of 
canned vegetables to be disposed 
of, a total of 72,000 cans being 
stored away by the 
purchasers 


and for which $6800 was paid in 
cash. 
Previous to that a car load 


of bacon and canned meats was 
disposed of consisting 
of 40,000 


pounds and for which the sum of 
$14,833 was paid to 
the 
clerks 


having It in charge. 
These sales 


have been very successful and as

consequence 
the 
citizens of 


Newark have been enabled to pur- 
chase meats and vegetables at a 
greatly reduced rate over the pre- 
vailing market price.
